(AP) - The 79th 
General Assembly, one that will be marked 
by newness, convenes at noon today with 
lawmakers awaiting an indication of the 
priorities Democratic Gov.-elect Joseph 
Teasdale will set. 
But the leaders of both the House and 
Senate, confident this 54 month session will 
be a producitive one under a governor of 
their own party, have already outlined their 
priorities and are ready to begin work.

“We've picked a number of areas that we 


think need immediate attention,” says 
House Speaker Pro Tem Bob Griffin, 
D+Cameron. “They will receive prompt 
attention from the committees.” 
A large number of the 197 senators ana 
representatives returned to the Capitol 
Tuesday, and officials felt there would be 
minimal absenteeism because of the snow 
storm that has blanketed the state. 
The session will see new leaders take over 
in both chambers. 
Clayton Democrat 
Kenneth Rothman will become speaker of 
the House and MonticeUo Democrat Nor­ 


man Merrell president pro tem of the Sen­ 
ate, both with a fresh corps of assistants. 
The Republicans, who hold only 51 of the 
163 House seats and 10 of the 34 Senate 
seats, also have new leaders—Russell 
Brockfeld of Warrenton in the House and 
Paul Bradshaw of Springfield in the Senatp. 
All will have their work cut out with more 
than a quarter of each chamber made up of 
firsttime members. Eventually, 13 senators 
wiH take office for the first time while at 
least 41 House members will be in the same 
position. 


Compounding that lack of experience will 
be more than 1,-000 legislative proposals 
lawmakers will be pushing for con­ 
sideration. Normally, fewer than 200 bills 
pass during a session. 
The number of blacks in the legislature 
will be the same as in the last General 
Assembly, two in the Senate and 13 in the 
House. But the number of women 
lawmakers has risen. There will be two in 
the Senate for the first time in History and a 
record 14 women will serve in the House. 
It will also be the first session in three 


decades under a governor who has had no 
experience in state government. Teasdale, 
who will take office Monday, served four 
years as Jackson County prosecutor from 
1968 to 1972 and has otherwise worked as an 
attorney. 
The last Missouri governor 
without any prior state government ex­ 
perience was Republican Forrest Donnell, 
who took office in 1941. 


The joint session of the House and Senate 
today will provide outgoing Republican 
Gov.

Seventeen members of the House 
and Senate make up that committee. We 
met two weeks ago to approve the budget 
for the inauguration. 
We had to approve the arrangements 
m ade for the inauguration; 
andthe. 
inaugural committee was formed to receive 


the governor the day of the inauguration, go 
to the office of the outgoing governor, pick 
him up, get him to the inauguration, escort 
them to the inauguration platform and 
present the governor to the chief justices of 
the Missouri Supreme Court. 
This is a little known committee, but it’s 
an important committee. 
All committees of the House and Senate 
must have chairmen appointed. This year, 
that’s a large task because many of the 
senior leaders were defeated or chose not to 
run again. 
Q. Do you see the transition of the 
governorship as a smooth one? Do you 
foresee any problems? 
I don’t anticipate any problems at all. The 
governor-elect has been working very very 
hard to come up with a budget to be 
presented next week. 
One of the problems we have in Missouri 
is that no provision is made for a transition 
government, as there is in Washington. As 
far as a staff and a certain amount of money 
to help him in the transition, Missouri does 
not have this. It is one of the packages of 
priority bills in this session. 
The governor-elect has held a number of 


fund-raising activities. He had a ball in 
southeast Missouri to help him raise money 
for that function. 
I think we have an obligation to a new 
governor to provide him a staff and a 
moderate appropriation to help him with 
the transition. 
Q. Where will the Legislature concentrate 
its attention during this session? 
One of the key bills is going to have to be 
the new School Foundation Program. It’s a 
bill that never pleases everyone. There will 
be school districts that will suffer and there 
will be school districts that will greatly 
enjoy benefits from a new foundation bill. 
It’s a highly political hot potato; one 
which 
takes months 
and 
months of 
preparation. 
A lot of work has already gone into the 
foundation bill. 
E very 
school 
district 
and 
every 
superintendent in Missouri wants input. 
Obviously, they do not want any of their 
money cut down. 
The school foundation formula is a very 
complex method of distributing what is 
supposed to be a fair share of state 
education funds to all school districts in the 


state. 
Somewhere down the road, the state is 
going to have to fund a full 50 percent of 
public education. In a few school districts, 
the state is already paying 50 per cent. 
Q. What major bills do you expect to be 
brought before the Legislature. 
The leaders of the House has a package 
of about 25 bills they consider important. 
Heading that list is the school foundation 
bill and the transition in government bill. 
We don't know about reorganization and 
how the new governor is going to work with 
that, but we think some modernization is 
needed in the legislative branch. 
We have to do something about the pay of 
state employes. We are very low as far as 
other states go. I think the gasoline sales tax 
is going to come up, but I can’t tell you at 
this point if it wi)l pass or fail. We’ll also 
consiser ratification of the Equal Rights 
Amendment. 
Q. During the election Republicans said 
Joe Teasdale did not have the grasp of the 
issues needed to be governor. Since he has 
been electedd, some of his supporters have

Ihe IRS contends that tuition waivers — which not all 
schools make available by any means — are not tax-free 
scholarships, as they have traditionally been considered, 
but are taxable fringe benefits because eligibility 
depends upon employment.

ELECTROAL 
COLLEGE CHANGES

Jimmy Carter’s election as 
president becomes official on 
Jan. 6 when Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller, before a 
joint session of Congress, opens 
the certificates proving that Mr. 
Carter has won a majority of 
votes in the electoral college. 
Some people charge that the 
electoral college is to the body 
politic what the appendix is to 
the 
human 
body 
- 
an 
anachronism that no longer 
performs any useful function, 
but exposes the body to the 
danger of a dire emergency. 
Since the November election, 
there has been a plethora of 
commentaries 
urging 
the 
abolition of the electoral college 
and its replacement with direct 
popular 
election 
of 
our 
presidents. 
One of the arguments used 
against the electoral college is 
that we run the risk of electing a 
president who did not receive a 
majority of the papular vote. 
Hus has happened three times 
in our history. 
What is now only an oc­ 
casional risk would become 
standard operating procedure if 
we switched to direct popular 
election 
of our 
presidents. 
Because of the presence of 
minor parties in the field, no 
candidate would ever receive a 
majority. 
We would be forced to resort 
to one of three alternatives: 
content outselves with 
a 
president who received only a 
plurality of about 40 per cent, go 
to the trouble and expense of a 
national runoff election, or 
trow the decision into Congress 
every four years, which would 
effectively shift us into the 
European 
parliam entary 
system. 
The only real defect in our 
present system is that all the 
electoral votes of each state go 
to one candidate on a winner- 
take-all basis. 
When Jimmy Carter carried 
New York by 52 per cent, he 
received all of New York’s 41 
electoral votes. When Gerald 
Ford carried California by 51 
per cent, he got all of Califor­ 
nia’s 45 electoral votes. Thus 


nearly half the voters in each 
state 
were 
effectively 
disfranchised in the final tally. 
This peculiarity was not in­ 
tended by the Founding Fathers 
or authorized in the Con­ 
stitution, and it badly distorts 
the wishes of the American 
people. 
The Founding Fathers in­ 
tended that the electoral college 
be firmly grounded in the same 
grand 
compromise 
that 
produced Congress, namely, one 
person elected from each 
congressional district, and two 
elected at large from each state. 
This is the workable blending of 
power, geography and con­ 
stituencies that has enabled our 
government to adapt to new 
problems and survive. 
It was the intent of the 
Founding Fathers that our 
presidents be chosen by electors 
win would devote their energies 
to selecting the best man for the 
job, and that the electors, in 
turn, would be people of 
judgment and responsibility, 
elected within their districts by 
the people who know them best. 
I would bet that, if the brother 
of the newly elected president, 
ap p earin g on the ballot with the 
prestig;ous name of Carter, 
were to run at large in any state 
or nationally, he could be 
elected to almost any office. But 
when Jimmy Carter’s brother 
ran for mayor of Plains, Ga., 
where everyone knew him 
personally, he couldn’t get

where candidates are known 
only by name. 
A change to the district 
system of representation within 
the electoral college can easily 
be accomplished by individual 
state action. After the 1968 
election, Maine switched to the 
district system of choosing 
electors. 
In line with the old political 
adage, “as Maine goes, so goes 
the nation,’’ the other 49 states 
should follow suit This would 
make our system of electing 
presidents both closer to the 
people and closer to 
the 
original intent of the Founding 
Fathers.

It’s Section 14(b) of the law 
that continues to stick in the 
craw of organized labor and 
whose 
repeal this year’s 
Democratic hopefuls, to a man, 
have said they favor-or in the 
case of Mr. Carter, have said 
they would sign if it were placed 
on their desk. 
Hits is the section which 
allows the states either to 
permit or to prohibit com­ 
pulsory union membership in 


the form of the closed shop, the 
so-called 
“Right-to-Work” 
section.' Since 1947, 19 states 
have enacted 
Right-to-Work 
taws banning compulsory union 
membership as a requirement 
for employment where unions 
have 
won contracts with 
management. A total of 32 states 
currently forbid the forced 
unionization of public employes, 
though some have made ex­ 
ceptions for teachers, policemen 
and firemen. 
While there is little present 
indication that Right-to-Work 
will spread much beyond the 19 
states that have it, there is even 
less indication that many of 
these 19 are about to repeal their 
laws. Thus the drive by 
organized labor to abolish the 
governing 
section 
of Taft- 
Hartley and make the union 
shop the rule nationwide, in both 
private and public employment. 
It is not necessary to be either 
for or against Right-to-Work or 
to be pro-union or anti-union to 
believe that this would be a 
mistake. Labor should be free to 
campaign for the repeal of 
Right-to-Work in those states 
that have enacted such laws. If 
it 
can 
convince 
enough 
legislators and working people 
of the virtues of unionism, well 
and good. 
But at the same time, those 
who oppose compulsory union 
membership, who believe there 
is a fundamental issue of in­ 
dividual rights involved here, 
should be free to promote their 
viewpoint 
In the final analysis, whether 
or not to belong to a union is 
something that every factory, 
shop and office worker and 
public employe should have the 
right to decide for himself.

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Probe Says Nixon Bypassed Merit System

WASHINGTON - The last of 
the Watergate investigations, an 
exhaustive, year-long probe of 
Richard Nixon’s efforts to cir­ 
cumvent the federal merit 
system, has just been completed. 
According to the confidential 
findings, the Nixon White House 
set up a political clearance 
system, which checked the politi­ 
cal philosophies and connections 
of hundreds of applicants for 
government jobs. 
The applications were pro­ 
cessed by a special White House 
Personnel Operation, which was 
established to tighten the Nixon 
grip on the federal bureaucracy. 
The politically favored appli­ 
cants would be ranked, depend­ 
ing on how influential their 
backers were 
Then the White House would 
plant them in key career jobs 
which, under the law, were sup­ 
posed to be awarded according 
to merit The hiring was ar­ 
ranged through a network of 
centrally controlled “special 
referral units,” which operated 
quietly inside various govern­ 
ment agencies. 
Even more shocking, top offi­ 
cials of the Civil Service Com­ 
mission condoned and even par-' 
ticipated in the political 
manipulations. They not only 
were aware of the illegal 


patronage system but used it 
themselves. Yet they are respon­ 
sible for safeguarding the merit 
system. 
These startling findings, 
perhaps the last echo of the Wa­ 
tergate years, are contained in a 
report by the House subcommit­ 
tee on manpower and civil ser­ 
vice. The painstaking study, 
which hasn’t yet been released to 
the public, outlined how the Nix­ 
on administration tried to 
restore the discredited political 
spoils system, which was 
abolished 94 years ago. 
According to the study, politi­ 
cal favoritism in the civil service 
system reached a peak during 
the Nixon years, 1969 through 
1973. Here’s how it worked: 
Patronage units were set up 
within each federal agency to 
find positions for individuals 
who were given a “preferred” 
status by the White House Per­ 
sonnel Operation. 
The applications had to be for­ 
warded to the Civil Service 
Commission, of course, for ap­ 
proval. But top CSC officials, in­ 
stead of policing the illegal 
preferential hiring, aided and 
abetted it. Using their own 
“pink-tag” system to segregate 
the favored applications, they 
helped to expedite them. 
The subcommittee report 


charges that Commissioner Lud­ 
wig J. Andolsek was personally 
responsible for expediting 100 to 
300 special pink-tag cases. In one 
ca se, Chairman R obert 
Hampton intervened at the re­ 
quest of former Rep. Rkone of 
the ex-congressman’s relatives. 
As an example of how the 
patronage system operated, the 
study cites the General Services 
Administration, which hired 
more than 300 employees 
through the patronage system. 
One GSA official gave an 
affidavit that he had been in­ 
structed by his superiors to hire 
a driver for former Attorney 
General John Mitchell during a 
hiring freeze. 
The official said he was also 
directed to hire the sons of two 
former Nixon cohorts, ex-At- 
tomey General Richard Klien- 
dienst and ex-Budget Director 
George Shultz. For Shultz, 
testified the GSA aide, “we es­ 
tablished a job we did not need 
and at a location of his choos­ 
ing.” 
Yet six weeks earlier, the GSA 
had dropped a custodial laborer 
with nine children from the 
payroll, because there was no 
money to pay his salary. 
Nixon’s first GSA chief, Robert 
Kunzig, came out of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Republican organization 
He allegedly established a 
special “Pennsylvania Connec­ 
tion,” through which Pennsyl­ 
vanians received preferential 
treatment. 
According to the report, Penn­ 
sylvania’s powerful senators, 
Hugh Scott and Richard Sch- 
weiker, sent 96 and 134 job refer­ 
rals, respectively, to GSA. One 
applicant recommended by Sch- 
weiker, Jack LeMay, played an 
active role in the patronage 
operation. 
At the Health, Education and 


Welfare Dept, patronage place­ 
ments were made by the Office 
of Special Projects. This was a 
special political office which was 
set up, according to a confiden­ 
tial memo, to serve “as a central 
point of contact on all politically 
sensitive matters which ought 
not be broached through regular 
Department channels.” 
The office was headed tem­ 
porarily by a political com­ 
missar, named Sam Schulhof, 
who explained his function to 
Undersecretary Frank Cariucci 
in this confidential language: 
“’Patronage,’ ‘information,’ ‘ad­ 
vice,’ ‘political coordination’ and 
'quiet implementation’ are key 
words which describe our mis­ 
sion.” 
The office checked the politi­ 
cal philosophies of hundreds of 
job applicants and even contract 
applicants. This political 
skulduggery was kept so secret 
that the Office of Special Pro­ 
jects wasn’t listed on HEW’s offi­ 
cial organizational chart. 
The reason, according to foe 
Schulhof memo, was “The sen­ 
sitivity of its functions and, 
frankly, an unwillingness of any­ 
one to really admit parental 
lineage.” 
Footnote: A CSC spokesman 
told our associate Larry 
Kraftowitz that neither Chair­ 
man Hampton nor Commis­ 
sioner Andolsek had ever “ex­ 
erted pressure on anyone” to 
procure jobs for fhvored in­ 
dividuals, although Hampton 
acknowledged that referrals he 
made before 1974 “might well 
have had the appearance of im­ 
propriety.” A spokesman for Sen 
Schweiker insisted it was 
“proper and legitimate” to help 
constituents find government 
jobs. We were unable to reach 
Scott for his comment.

ELECTROAL 
COLLEGE CHANGES

Jimmy Carter’s election as 
president becomes official on 
Jan. 6 when Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller, before a 
joint session of Congress, opens 
the certificates proving that Mr. 
Carter has won a majority of 
votes in the electoral college. 
Some people charge that the 
electoral college is to the body 
politic what the appendix is to 
the 
human 
body 
- 
an 
anachronism that no longer 
performs any useful function, 
but exposes the body to the 
danger of a dire emergency. 
Since the November election, 
there has been a plethora of 
commentaries 
urging 
the 
abolition of the electoral college 
and its replacement with direct 
popular 
election 
of 
our 
presidents 
One of the arguments used 
against the electoral college is 
that we run the risk of electing a 
president who did not receive a 
majority of the popular vote 
This has happened three times 
in our history. 
What is now only an oc­ 
casional risk would become 
standard operating procedure if 
we switched to direct popular 
election 
of 
our 
presidents 
Because of the presence of 
minor parties in the field, no 
candidate would ever receive a 
majority. 
We would be forced to resort 
to one of three alternatives: 
content 
outselves 
with 
a 
president who received only a 
plurality of about 40 per cent, go 
to the trouble and expense of a 
national 
runoff election, 
or 
throw the decision into Congress 
every four years, which would 
effectively shift us into the 
E uropean 
parliam entary 
system 
The only real defect in our 
present system is that all the 
electoral votes of each state go 
to one candidate on a winner- 
take-all basis 
When Jimmy Carter carried 
New York by 52 per cent, he 
received all of New York’s 41 
electoral votes 
When Gerald 
Ford carried California by 51 
per cent, he got all of Califor­ 
nia’s 45 electoral votes. Thus 


nearly half the voters in each 
state 
were 
effectively 
disfranchised in the final tally. 
This peculiarity was not in­ 
tended by the Founding Fathers 
or 
authorized 
in the 
Con­ 
stitution, and it badly distorts 
the wishes of the American 
people 
The Founding Fathers in­ 
tended that the electoral college 
be firmly grounded in the same 
grand 
compromise 
that 
produced Congress, namely, one 
person elected from each 
congressional district, and two 
elected at large from each state 
This is the workable blending of 
power, 
geography and con 
stituencies that has enabled our 
government to adapt to new 
problems and survive. 
It was the intent of the 
Founding 
Fathers 
that 
our 
presidents be chosen by electors 
who would devote their energies 
to selecting the best man for the 
job, and that the electors, in 
turn, would be people of 
judgment and responsibility, 
elected within their districts by 
the people who know them best 
I would bet that, if the brother 
of the newly elected president, 
appearing on the ballot with the 
prestigous name of Carter, 
were to run at large in any state 
or 
natknally, 
he could be 
elected to almost any office But 
when Jimmy Carter’s brother 
ran for mayor of Plains, Ga , 
where 
everyone 
knew 
him 
personally, 
he 
couldn't 
get 
elected 
This 
illustrates 
the 
im­ 
portance of electing electors by 
district 
where 
people 
per- 
snonally know whom they are 
voting for, rather than at large 
where candidates are known 
only by name 
A 
change to the district 
system of representation within 
the electoral college can easily 
be accomplished by individual 
state action 
After the 1968 
election, Maine switched to the 
district 
system of choosing 
electors. 
In line with the old political 
adage, “as Maine goes, so goes 
the nation," the other 40 states 
should follow suit. This would 
make our system of electing 
presidents both closer to the 
people 
and 
closer 
to 
the 
original intent of the Founding 
Fathers

This is the section which 
allows the states either to 
permit or to prohibit com­ 
pulsory union membership in 


the form of the closed shop, the 
so-called 
"Right-to-Work" 
section. Since 1947, 19 states 
have 
enacted 
Right-to-Work 
laws banning compulsory union 
membership as a requirement 
for employment where unions 
have 
won 
contracts 
with 
management. A total of 32 states 
currently forbid 
the forced 
unionization of public employes, 
though some have made ex­ 
ceptions for teachers, policemen 
and firemen. 
While there is little present 
indication that Right-to-Work 
will spread much beyond the 19 
states that have it, there is even 
less indication that many of 
these 19 are about to repeal their 
laws. 
Thus 
the drive by 
organized labor to abolish the 
governing 
section 
of 
Taft- 
Hartley and make the union 
shop the rule nationwide, in both 
private and public employment. 
It is not necessary to be either 
for or against Right-to-Work or 
to be pro-union or anti-union to 
believe that this would be a 
mistake. Labor should be free to 
campaign for the repeal of 
Right-to-Work in those states 
that have enacted such laws. If

convince

legislators and working people 
of the virtues of unionism, well 
and good. 
But at the same time, those 
who oppose compulsory union 
membership, who believe there 
is a fundamental issue of in­ 
dividual rights involved here, 
should be free to promote their 
viewpoint. 
In the final analysis, whether 
or not to belong to a union is 
something that every factory, 
shop and office worker and 
public employe should have the 
right to decide for himself.

After three years at this type work I suddenly realize that 
anyone who gives a hoot about what folks think is doomed to 
becoming a raving, babbling idiot if he stays with newspaper 
work. It is utterly and totally impossible to please everybody. As 
a matter of fact, it seems a far-fetched idea for a writer at a small 
town newspaper to please anyone. 
“Why do you hate Charleston? (or Dexter, or Lilbourn, o r...)” 
is the perennial question after critical article. People think that 
critiques are actually unwarranted vendettas against their 
teams and that the newsman is taking delight at writing such 
horrid stuff. There are even people - God have mercy on their 
ignorant souls - who feel the Standard sports staff hates teams 
from Sikeston. 
No one who writes sports and truly cares for high school 
athletics enjoys writing less- than- complimentary descriptions 
about games played. Prep sports are for the athletes, young men 
and women, who participate. Too numerous are the men in the 
sports media who use the young people of their respective high 
schools for an ego trip. As long as I write sports for the Standard I 
will try my hardest to be honest, impartial as possible and give a 
true reflection of what happened. Deep inside, I, too, am pulling 
for a Sikeston win in every game because it is easier to write up • a 
win and praise team members than it is to explain a loss and not 
praise the players. 
As to the treatment of referees: Officials work hard at their job 
and their presence on the court is very necessary and an im­ 
portant part of high school sports.

The fact that the Twin Rivers Royals hit 25 of 29 free 
throws, while Sikeston hit only nine of 12 was a very real factor in 
the game’s final outcome, as was the technical foul. It was not my 
feeling that Sikeston got cheated, but the actions of referees Bob 
Johnson and Carl Townsend played very big part in the games 
outcome. 
It is a 24-hour a day job washing oneself of prejudices, both for 
and against teams and people, and writing unbiased stories. As 
one of the three major newspapers in Southeast Missoui, it is the 
Standard’s duty to become more than a rah-rah high school- type 
rooting section for the Sikeston Bulldogs, and our credibility is a 
very real and important tiling to me and the rest of our sports 
staff. 
It is a foolish and impossible wish, but: Couldn’t everybody try 
to be happy and just enjoy the efforts of our high schopl youth?

There's Fran Tarkenton, the Minnesota quarterback. He’s the 
grizzled gun-hand still looking for the man with a faster draw. 
But he's getting up in years as football sharpshooters go — just 
short of his 37th birthday — and the guys in the saloon wonder 
how his nerves and skills have weathered the ravages of time. 
Let Henry Fonda play the part. 
Then there’s this young buck who just Mew into town itching for 
a fight. Quarterback Ken Stabler of the Oakland Raiders, strong 
and quick, rambunctious, with the brass and boldness of a stage 
coach bandit. 
Give Clint Eastwood a month’s growth of beard, pull him out of 
the spaghetti westerns and let him wear Oakland jersey No. 12. 
The old guy is the town legend. Every passing record in pro 
football has fallen to his smoking gun. Covering 16 years, he has 
gone eyeball-toeyeball with the best — Johnny Unitas, Bart 
Starr, Roger Staubach and Joe Namath—and walked away each 
time intact. 
Through it all, he has remained untouched by scandal or 
controversy. He is football’s gentleman destroyer. 
The tough kid is impressed but unawed. His theory is that 
records were made to be broken. 
“Tarkenton has been great,” Stabler says. "But when I take 
the field I think there’s no better quarterback in the world. I want 
to prove it by winning the Super Bowl. ” 
Tarkenton is clean-cut, closeshaven, unprententious, moder­ 
ately reserved. Stabler flaunts a sinister growth of shaggy beard, 
exudes confidence and acts like a restless wrangler anxious to 
get inside the joint and start busting mirrors. 
The contrast carries over to the two teams they represent, the 
National Football League survivors who meet in the game’s 
great extravaganza. 
Bud Grant, the Minnesota coach, could be the town marshal. 
He is a strict law-and-order man — a stickler for discipline and 
decorum. His crewcut gray hair stabs like porcupine quills into 
theair. His steel blue eyes could melt an anvil. 
The Vikings pride themselves on their conservative stance. 
They tuck their shirts into their pants, wear jackets and ties to 
dinner and would rather die than be caught picking up the wrong 
fork. They are determined to defend the town against the 
“rowdies”. 
The "rowdies’’ are the Raiders. Their trail boss, or coach, is 
John Madden, a massive man with lusty tastes.

He presides over a team of renegades. One third of the squad is 
made up of castoffs from other teams. They play the game with 
gusto — a free and unfettered spirit — and they play rough.

The other three are 
returning following an in­ 
terruption of their past service. 
Two vacancies in the state 
Senate were created when Ike 
Skelton of Lexington and Robert 
Young of St. Ann resigned to be 
iworn in as new members of 
Congress. 
This year’s freshman class 
will reduce the average age of 
the remaining 195-member 79th 
General Assembly to one of the 
youngest in this century. 
“The average age of the in­ 
coming General Assembly is 
45.7 years. It’s an even 50 years 
in* the Senate and 44.9 in die 
House. 


“Only the 41st General 
Assembly of 1901-03 included a 
younger House and the new 
Senate will have a younger 
average age than 22 of its 
predecessors sin this century,’’ 
Secretary Kirkpatrick reports. 
The new legislature includes 
112 Democrats in the House and 
22 in the Senate. Republicans 
will occupy 51 seats in the House 
and 10 in the Senate. 
"A pproxim ately 
3,000 
Missourians have served in the

The contract 
will be for $1 million to $5 mil­ 
lion, the corps said. 
Sen. Thomas Eagleton, D-

recently sent a letter to the 
corps asking that it spend no 
money on new construction con­ 
tracts until a referendum is 
held.

He has kept a low profile 
during the transition, I think 
deliberately. 
He wants

preserve many of his options 
until he is governor. I anticipate

with

Legislature working with the 
governor. 
I think Joe Teasdale has been 
very underestimated by many 
people. His comments on many 
issues in state government were 
ignored by the press during the 
election because many people 
thought he wasn’t going to win. 
Many, many statements Joe 
Teasdale made about what he 
would do were ignored. 
If you will go back and check 
your files and press releases, 
you will find he did make many 
statements on state govern­ 
ment.

We have an awful 
lot of new members this year 
and I have no idea what their 
philosophy is. 
My personal position is that I 


will vote however my district 
feels. I send out a questionnaire 
every year. I’ll be sending out 
another one the latter part of 
January. 
The Equal Rights 
Amendment will again be on the 
questionnaire. In the past, the 
people of this district have 
favored ratification. 
There’s been a lot publicity 
since the last questionnaire; a 
lot of points raised. A lot of 
groups have become involved in 
the issue. I think the public is 
better informed about the Equal 
Rights Amendment today than 
they 
were when 
the last 
questionnaire was sent out. 
I’m going to vote on that issue 
as my constituents feel. I don’t 
think it's an issue I should vote 
my conscience on or how I 
personally feel, because this 
involves a change in the Con­ 
stitution of the United States.

The Legislators get paid $8,400 
a year.

year. We’re really asking a lot 
for them to serve at that salary. 
We’ve raised the salaries of 
department heads. The director 
of public safety makes more 
than the 
secretary of state, 
attorney 
general or

Q. Where will all this money 
come from? 
When you’re talking about 
raising pay, you’re not talking 
about very much money, $3 
million to $5 million. We con­ 
tinue to prosper. The recession 
did not affect us as much as 
other states.

Bond is leaving office with a $15 
million surplus. Our revenues 
have been increasing every year 
while we have held the line on 
expenditures.

DEAR DR. LAMB - Is it 
true that starch has the same 
effect on your body as sugar?

"All we’re asking is there 
anyone who can tell us what 
we’re getting for the dollars 
we’re spending,” said Manford, 
a Democrat from suburban 
Kansas City. "We’re not play­ 
ing the game anymore. There 
has been a change in the legis­ 
lature’s feelings over the last 
six years. The universities are 
not 
sacred cows anymore. 
They’re big business and people 
in our home districts are ask­ 
ing questions about the money 
spent on the colleges and uni­ 
versities and they have a right 
to the answers.” 
The board is a state agency 
which is designed to assess the 
needs of the state’s nine public 
colleges and universities and is 
to make recommendations re­ 
garding funding and program 
expansion.

The po stmaster general said 
first-class letters mailed to an 
address in the same lo cal area 
were deliv ered the nex t day 95 
per cent o f the time. 
In additio n, letters go ing u p 
to 600 miles were deliv ered by 
the seco nd day 92 per cent o f 
the time and letters go ing far­ 
ther were deliv ered by the 
third day 90 per cent o f the 
time, he sa id .

WASHINGTON (A P) - De­ 
spite the big tumble that cash 
grain prices took last year, 
farm commodity prices over-all 
averaged the same as they did 
in 1975 when they were the sec­ 
ond-highest on record, says the 
Agriculture Department. 
An annual review showed 
that the index of 1976 farm 
prices averaged 186 per cent of 
a 1967 base used as a com­ 
parison, the same as in 1975. 
The record high was 192 per 
cent in 1974. 
Although those USDA statis­ 
tics do not by themselves show 
what happened to specific com­ 
modities in a year’s tim e, they 
are useful in an historical con­ 
text when related to farm ex­ 
penses. 
For example, while 1976 over­ 
all farm prices held steady 
when averaged over the 12 
months the prices farm ers pay 
out to meet expenses climbed 
to a record of 194 per cent from 
181 per cent in 1975. 
Thus the cost-price situation 
in 1976 was tighter than ever. 
Further, the all-commodity 
index of prices farm ers receive 
-y the average of 186 per cent 
lost year — included some wide 
ranges 
that pinpoint where 
some of the major farm m ar­ 
keting problems are. 
As a group, the 1976 average 
price of food grains — prim ar­ 
ily wheat — tumbled to an in­ 
dex reading of 201 per cent 
from 242 in 1975, a record of 300 
per cent in 1974 and 215 per 
cent in 1973. 
, In other words, food grain 
.prices last year averaged the 
lowest since 1972 when the in­ 
dex was 109 per cent. 
Put another way, the national 
average price of wheat at the 
farm reached a 1976 peak of 
$3.66 a bushel last February

secutive months to 82.39 a bush­ 
el mi Dec. 15, according to 
USDA records.

Feed grains and hay, prim ar­ 
ily corn, averaged an index rat­ 
ing of 218 per cent in 1976,

The index 
was 163 per cent in 1973 and 104 
, in 1972. 
The grain price situation, 
hard-pressed by bumper har­ 
vests the past two years, is 
among the more critical prob­ 
lems to be faced by the in-com­ 
ing Carter adm inistration. It 
also weighs heavily on future 
U.S. livestock production and 
how farm ers might adjust other 
crops such as cotton and soy­ 
beans. 
Cattle producers, who have 
taken financial lump6 for sev­

For example, while 1976 over­

prices held steady 
when averaged over the 12 
months the prices farmers pay 
out to meet expenses climbed 
to a record of 194 per cent from 
181 per cent in 1975 
Thus the cost-price situation 
in 1976 was tighter than ever. 
Further, 
the all-commodity 
index of prices farmers receive 
-r the average of 186 per cent 
last year — included some wide 
ranges

As a group, the 1976 average 
price of food grains — prim ar­ 
ily wheat — tumbled to an in­ 
dex reading of 201 per cent 
from 242 in 1975, a record of 300 
per cent in 1974 and 215 per 
cent in 1973.

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Canada still uniting for answer 
on how to reach energy resources

M ELVILLE ISLAND, Arctic 
Sea iAPI — It’s down there 
somewhere, under land per­ 
manently frozen half a mile 
deep: 20 billion barrels of oil, 
and 40 trillion to 240 trillion 
cubic feet of natural gas. That 
is what the geologists claim. 
But increasing numbers of 
Canadians are beginning to re­ 
alize that their dreams of vast, 
needed energy resources wait­ 
ing to be plucked from the bar­ 
ren icelands by modern tech­ 
nology are still largely wishful 
thinking. 
There has been dramatic ex­ 
ploration. Oil rigs have been 
tussling with 700-foot tall float­ 
ing ice mountains in “ Iceberg 
Alley" off the Labrador coast. 
Divers have been on the ocean 
floor 1.000 feet below the sur­ 
face of the Actic Sea to em- 
place equipment. 
There have been some tan- 
tilizing finds to justify some of 
the hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars sunk into the search. What 
is described as one erf the best 
gas wells in the world has been 
drilled on King Christian Island 
in the High Arctic. When it is 
flared for visitors, the flame 
can be seen from 50 miles 
away. The Mackenzie River 
Delta quickly revealed a billion 
barrels of oil when exploration 
moved into high gear three 
years ago. 
The unhappy reality for Ca­ 
nadians and the multinational 
companies financing the work, 
however, is that the finds so far 
are nowhere near as significant 
as fields in the Alaskan North 
Slope, and the British North 
Sea 
None of the energy re­ 
sources so far discovered in 
northern Canada can yet be 
economically marketed, a situ­ 
ation also disquieting to north- 


em-tier Americans who have 
grown totally dependent on Ca­ 
nadian natural gas. 
The situation could further 
deteriorate for these reasons, 
according to oil industry and 
government officials: 
—A money shortage. Hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars 
have been spent on Canadian 
arctic exploration so far for no 
dollar return, and much more 
capital is required, particularly 
to build the pipelines to bring it 
to markets in the south. 
—There are serious questions 
about whether there will be 
enough oil and gas up there to 
justify the enormous explor­ 
ation costs. 
—Canadian federal govern­ 
ment moves to chop away at 
foreign ownership of the oil 
companies 
with 
tough 
new 
regulations 
is lessening 
in­ 
dustry enthusiasm for the ener­ 
gy search. 
—Emerging political aware­ 
ness of the native Indians and 
Eskimos who populate part of 
the sparse arctic lands threat­ 
ens to delay or stop exploration 
and transportation plans. 
“ In Canada many people still 
think that great multinational 
companies are jostling each 
other to invest in Canadian 
energy,” 
U.S. 
Ambassador 
Thoms Enders told an Ottawa 
audience recently. "In fact, the 
energy opportunities and re­ 
turns are more attractive else­ 
where, including the United 
states,” he said. 
Huge costs, staggering even 
to the 
multinational

rations, are common in the in­ 
hospitable arctic. Drilling in 
the Beauford Sea off the Mack­ 
enzie Delta cost the industry

3f Montreal. 
Dome Petroleum this year 
began a $500 million project, 
gambling that oil and gas lie 
under the Beaufort Sea, but 
other 
multinationals 
have 
cooled off to the once-golden 
Mackenzie Delta region, and 
are considering joining the Ca­ 
nadian government in the High 
Arctic archipelago. 
“ Just $100 million more and 
we could cross our gas thresh­ 
old of 20 trillion cubic feet 
needed to justify a pipeline,” 
said 
Charles 
Hertherington, 
president of Panarctic Oil, a 
consortium of 29 companies 
that has spent half of the $500 
million 
already invested in 
High Arctic exploration. Pan- 
arctic claims to have tapped 15 
trillion feet of gas so far. 
Other 
companies 
have 
dropped out 
of the Arctic 
Islands. Drilling in 1976 was 
around 75,000 feet compared to 
220,000 feet in 1973. "But the 
expenditure so far is a mere 
pittance compared to what fu­ 
ture costs are going to be,” 
said I. H. Mackay, oil and gas 
manager of the Bank of Mon­ 
treal in Calgary, Alberta. 
The Polar Gas pipeline, one 
of five proposals for trans­ 
porting oil and gas south from 
the arctic, would cost $10 bil­ 
lion for the 3,000-mile trip to 
Canadian and American natu­ 
ral gas markets. Multibillion 
dollar sums are also mentioned 
for the other four pipeline pro­ 
posals, including the once-fa­ 
vored joint Canada-U.S. pipe­ 
line down the Mackenzie River 
Valley that seems to have fall­ 
en into disfavor. 
Exploration attention is now 
centered on two arctic regions 
— the islands, and the eastern 
coastal waters off Labrador. 


The Arctic Islands are one of 
North America’s last frontier 
regions. They sit almost at the 
top of the world, encased most 
of the year in ice. Polar bears 
amble across the generally 
monotonous landscape of flat 
and rolling terrain, sometimes 
attacking man. Four oil work­ 
ers have been killed by polar 
bears in the past three years. 
White wolves frolic with dogs 
in the drilling camp6. Musk ox 
appear on distant ridge lines. 
Cairns of rocks left by explor­ 
ers dot some of the coves. A 
Panarctic 
drilling 
crew 
recently found a bottle left on a 
beach by a French explorer in 
1906 containing his last will and 
testament addressed to his 
daughter, and a St. Christopher 
medal. 
Seven large gas fields have 
been discovered so far, and one 
well on Cameron Island yields 
around 5,000 barrels of oil a 
day. 
Headquarters for Panarctic 
exploration is Rea Point on 
Melville Island, 600 miles north 
of the Arctic Circle. The camp 
is a cluster of mobile homes 
and house trailers, sealed to­ 
gether to ward off the winter 
cold of 40 degrees below zero. 
For the workers, two weeks 
of duty in the High Arctic is 
followed by a week at home. A 
top equipment operator can 
make $30,000 a year. 
Off the Canadian east coast, 
exploration has been moving 
steadily northward after dis­ 
appointing results off Nova 
Scotia and the Grand Banks. 
Discoveries in the deep and 
hostile waters in "Iceberg Al­ 
ley" off Labrador have been 
more optimistic, and Eastcan 
Ltd.. a consortium, has made 
two gas strikes from four wells, 
and hopes for a commercial 


discovery within the next five 
years. 
The area is aptly named. An 
estimated 400 icebergs, some 
a mile long, others up to eight 
million tons in weight, travel 
each year down the Labrador 
coast. One like these sank the 
Titanic in 1912. 
Canadian 
nationalism 
has 
directly affected the oil in­ 
dustry. 
The government 
is 
seeking a major part of the Ca­ 
nadian oil industry, 90 per cent 
of which is currently owned by 
foreigners, mainly Amricans. 
Canadian partners must now 
be taken to produce newly 
found fields. Long-term leasing 
has ended, and royalty pay­ 
ments have been altered. "The 
government has just pulled the 
rug from under northern devel­ 
opment; 
drilling on federal 
land will almost come to a 
halt,” complained one industry 
observer. 
Preferential 
treatment 
is 
being given Petro-Canada, a 
government-owned energy cor­ 
poration, that is moving into 
exploration on a large scale. 
The political awareness of the 
Indians and Eskimos in the ar­ 
ctic region have been height­ 
ened by the energy search. 
Peace treaties did not give the 
federal government full title to 
the land, and now both the Es­ 
kimos and Indians have asked 
for provinces of their own. If 
both 
claims 
were 
granted, 
more than a third of Canada 
would revert to the indigenous 
peoples.

The Energy Policy and Con­ 
servation Act which took effect 
last March sets mandatory fuel 
economy standards starting at 
18 miles per gallon for 1978 
cars and rising to 27.5 miles 
per gallon for 1985 models. An­ 
other law, applying to used 
cars, makes it a criminal of­ 
fense to tamper with an odome­ 
ter or to incompletely disclose 
mileage. 
CREDIT 
The Equal Credit Opportunity 
Act was expanded to make it 
illegal for creditors to dis­ 
criminate on the basis of race, 
color, religion, national origin, 
sex, marital status, age or be­ 
cause all or part of the con­ 
sumer’s income is from public 
assistance. The law, effective 
this year, also requires credit­ 
ors to tell consumers why they 
were turned down for credit. 


FAIR TRADE 
The last 
of the so-called 
•‘Fair Trade” laws went out oi 
existence in March thanks to 
federal legislation making it il- 


legal for manufacturers to fix 
prices of consumer products 
sold by retailers. 
FOOD LABELS 
The FDA issued a final regu­ 
lation 
regarding 
a 
uniform 
procedure for listing food in­ 
gredients on labels. The dead­ 
line for compliance is Jan. 1, 
1978, although manufacturers 
may change labels earlier if 
they want to. One rule requires 
that fats and oils be specifically 
identified — such as “cotton­ 
seed oil" instead of simply 
“vegetable oil.” The Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture limited the 
use of words such as “pure,” 
“all” or “ 100 per cent” on 
meat and poultry labels. The 
words cannot be used if the 
product contains additives, in­ 
cluding 
seasonings 
or 
pre­ 
servatives. And the National 
Canners Association announced 
a plan for labeling canned 
fruits and vegetables to give 
consumers a better idea of how 
much liquid the product con­ 
tained. The association plan 
called for disclœing the "solid 
content” of the product before 
processing. Consumer groups 
urged instead that the label 
should 
give 
the 
“drained 
weight” — the amount of solid 
food after the liquid has been 
poured off 30 days after proc­ 
essing. 
LEASING 


Congress enacted a law re­ 
quiring leasing companies to 
give consumers a written state­ 
ment, 
before a contract is 
signed, describing: any extra 
charges, such as license fees, 
the extent of any warranty, in­ 
surance coverage and the num­ 
ber, amount and due dates of 
payments. 
MEAT 
The USDA proposed allowing 
the use of mechanically de­ 
boned meat and low tempera­ 
ture rendered meat in hot dogs 
and some sausages. Consumer 
groups fought the proposal, a 
court 
ruling overturned the 
USDA, and the department for­ 
mally withdrew the regulations. 
MORTGAGES 
Legislation was passed re­ 
quiring 
financial 
institutions 
with more than $10 million in 
assets and operating in large 
urban areas to provide infor­ 
mation on mortgage and home- 
improvement loans. The aim is 
to eliminate red-lining — the 
practice of refusing to lend 
mortgage money in old or poor 
neighborhoods. 
WARRANTIES 
The FTC issued rules to im­ 
plement 1975 legislation on war­ 
ranties. Under regulations tak­ 
ing effect this month, all writ­ 
ten warranties for products 
costing more than $15 must 
contain a description of the
